The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a method or system for use 
with an electrolytic cell wherein a heat transfer fluid droplets are produced and are 
vaporized on the shell, wherein the electrolytic cell has a pot, metal shell, lateral walls 
and bottom, and further having an electrolyte, liquid metal pad, at least one means for 
producing heat transfer fluid droplets and a means to place the droplets in contact with 
the shell to induce the vaporization of the droplets. None of the prior art of record teach 
this concept of producing and depositing the heat transfer fluid droplets in contact with 
the shell to vaporize and cool the electrolytic cell.
